“Neutral” Levee Is Cut 
In Delta River Feud 


BELZONI, Miss., May 10.—( 
The levee feud of the storm-riddled 
and watet-logged delta was renewed 
today with the cutting of a Swan 
‘lake dike and mobilization of na- 
tional guardsmen to prevent fur- 
ther vandalism in this little cotton 
kingdom along the Mississippi river. 

An unidentified band shoveled a 
hole in the lake levee before dawn, 
The motive obviously was retalia- 
rtion and preservation of other 
lands against flood waters that 
have choked the delta streams for 
several weeks. 

A gang of negroes, including 50 
convicts, were hurried to the shat- 
tered dike and were believed to 
have stemmed the tide by patching 
the hole. 

It was the third stroke of van- 
dalism in the present flood. 

The dike cut today was “no man’s 
land’—a neutral levee that pro- 
tected this city. It was unguarded 
by mutual consent of the feudists 
and was considered safe from the 
grudge war,

Legalization Measures;

As two more Georgia cities joined 
the beer legalization parade and oth- 
ers prepared to follow, and with a 
warm fight forecast on the beer ordi- 
nance to be submitted to the Atlanta 
city council Monday, Georgia offi- 
cers made their first beer arrests 
Wednesday at Marietta and. the en- 
tire state awaited court action on 
the case. 

With beer flowing freely in a num- 
ber of cities, some of which have not 
enacted legalizing ordinances, there 
was considerable speculation Wednes- 
day on whether there could be found 
in Georgia a jury of 12 persons who 
would vote to convict a violator of 
the bone dry law where only beer 
was concerned. Those who..so con- 
tended pointed out that a large ma- 
jority of the citizens appear to be in 
favor of beer, stressing the congres- 
sional. action stating that the 3.2 
beverage is not intoxicating and also 
that Collector J. T. Rose has  an- 
nounced that the federal government 
is ready to sell revenue stamps to 
Georgia beer purveyors. 

Those cities which have enacted 
beer, notably Savannah, and those in 
which beer is openly sold, even 
though there has been no legalization 
and taxing ordinance, notably Augus- 
ta, appeared to have adopted the 
“what are you going to do about it?” 
attitude and proceeded rather mer- 
rily with the sale of the beverage. 

The new cities to enact beer legal- 
ization ordinances were Vidalia and 
Thunderbolt, city councils of both mu- 
nicipalities approving tax measures 
and licensing the sale of 3.2 beer. 

The city council of Valdosta, where, 
it is reported, heer from Florida is 
being sold openely. Wednesday failed 
to pass an ordinance legalizing the 
sale of the beverage. The question

Roosevelt To Review 
Veterans’ Economies 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—(UP)— 
President Roosevelt will review reduc- 
tions in compensations to World War 
veterans ordered recently as an econ- 
omy move in the belief that “the cuts 
have been deeper than was originally 
intended,” the White House announced 
tonight. 

The announcement said regional of- 
fices of the veterans’ bureau and gov- 
ernment hospitals will not be closed 
pending careful study of the entire 
situation. 

“These conclusions are in line with 
the president’s original statement that 
the regulations and schedules would be 
drafted so as to effect the most hu- 
mane possible treatment to veterans 
truly disabled in war service,” said 
the statement.

Dr. J. H. Woodroof was named 
president of the new Terminal Col- 
lege of Agriculture at Tifton by an-

Director Stuckey’s post at Athens

Dr. Woodroof, widely known au- 
thority on horticulture, will head the 
new Tifton College, established in 
lieu of a four-year college, the Geor- 
gia State College for Men, which was 
abolished by the board. 

The changes are as of July 1. F. 
G. Branch, now president at Tifton, 
has been made president of North 
Georgia College at. Dahlonega. 

Agricultural leaders gathered in 
Monroe Wednesday for a field day 
of the Georgia Jersey Cattle Associa- 
tion. Governor Eugene Talmadge, 
chairman; R. P. Burson, of Monroe, 
and E. 8S. Ault, of Cedartown, com- 
posed the committee which selected 
Stuckey, while Burson, as chairman, 
Governor Talmadge and Hughes 
Spalding, of Atlanta, served as the 
regents’ committee whieh selected 
Woodroof. 

Woodruff, although only 32 years 
old, holds the doctor of philosophy de- 
gree from Michigan State College, 
and his work in horticulture has at- 
tracted attention throughout the na- 
tion. He is a native Georgian and 
has spent his entire life either on the 
farm, or learning how to become a 
farmer. 

Mr. Stuckey, 52 years of age, began 
on the staff at the station in 1908 
and in 1919 was made its director. 
Supported by federal funds, supple- 
mented by state money, the station 
has won renown in agricultural cir- 
cles for its research and other agri- 
cultural work. . 

At a meeting of the full board Sat- 
urday, it is expected to name Dr. 
Jcre M. Pound dean of the Teachers’ 
College. Dr. Pound is at present 
president of the college, which also 
will become a unit of the university, 
losing its individual identity.

WAR UPON BOLIVIA 


Gran Chaco Clash Breaks 
Into Greater Flame Aft- 
er Eleven Months. 


ASUNCION,. Paraguay, May 10.— 
(?)—Paraguay formally declared war 
today against Bolivia after 11 months 
of fighting between the two nations 
in the Gran Chaco border area. 

The dispute over the vast formless 
wilderness comprising 300,000 square 
miles of swamps, forests and plains 
has antedated the independent exist- 
ence of either nation, and by today’s 
declaration Paraguay tacitly invited 
Argentina, Brazil. Chile and Peru to 
bleckade its coastless foe. : 

The Chaco is important to Bolivia, 
which has no outlet to the sea. be 
cause it would mean a river route 
to Buenos Aires, and to Paraguay 
the disputed territory represents 
about half the area of the nation.

Spring Winds’ Death Toll 
Goes Past 250 When 
Tornado Hits in Tennes- 
see, Kentucky 


RED CROSS SENDS 
WORKERS TO SOUTH 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—() 
The Red Cross today sent three 
disaster field workers, W. I. 
Jones, Miss Margaret Dizney and 
Miss Mary Dietzler, into tornado- 
stricken counties of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 

This assistance was dispatched 
in response to telegrams telling of 
devastating storms in Monroe and 
Russell counties, Kentucky, and 
Overton and Pickett counties, Ten- 
nessee, the seventh tornado in the 
south necessitating Red Cross aid 
this spring. 


LIVINGSTON, Tenn., May 10.— 
(?)—Spring tornadoes swept through 
the Cumberland river valley in Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky last midnight, 
killing at least 54 persons, injuring 
scores and leaving a heavy but un- 
estimated property damage. 

The latest outbreak of the south’s 
annual spring storms brought the totai 
number killed this year to well past 
250 persons. It was the south’s sev- 
enth series of major tornadoes since 
March. 

A twister that left the Beaty 
swamps section of Overton county, 
Tennessee, resembling a battle field 
took a toll of 20 lives. Across the 
border in the vicinity of Tompkins- 
ville, Ky., 16 were killed and 14 died 
near Russell Springs in the same 
state. Columbia, Ky., and Lebanon, 
Tenn., each counted two dead. 

Rescue work was difficult as 
heavy rains following the blow left 
the dirt roads of the Cumberland 
mountain foothills in almost impassa- 
ble condition and trees and debris 
made traveling difficult on the im-

CONGRESS SENDS 
FARM RELIEF BILL 


10 WHITE HOUSE! 


Measure Providing Infla- 
tion and Allotment Ma- 
chinery Soon. Will Be 
Signed by President. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—(4)— 
The administration’s farm relief-in- 
flation bill ended a tempestuous six- 
week journey through congress to- 
day and President Roosevelt stood 
ready to sign it upon completion of 
the last routine formalities. 

The measure vests unprecedented 
permissive powers in the president to 
expand the currency and in Secretary 
Wallace to lower the burdensome 
farm debt and raise basic commodity 
prices through marketing agreements, 
production control and a processing 
tax. Final action in the senate to- 
day saw the Norris-Simpson cost of 
production guarantee plan eliminated 
from the bill by vote of 48 to 33. 

-- Before making the bill ready for 
enrollment and signature by Speaker 
Rainey and.- Vice . ident 4jarner 
the senate approved a house r* 
lution eliminating the word “basic” 
from the section relating to licensing 
of farm product distributors.

conform with provisions authorizing 
marketing agreements and would per- 
mit the secretary of agriculture to 
go outside the seven commodities 
named in the bill, if he so desired, 
to help producers of other farm prod- 
ucts through the marketing and li- 
censing provisions.

MILLS AT LINDALE 
WORK AT CAPACITY 


LINDALE, Ga., May 10.-4)— 
Pepperell Mills, one of the largest 
textile units in the southeast, are 
for the first time in their history 
working 24 hours a day, with 500 
extra operatives. 

Colonel Fred Meikleham, execu- 
tive head of the mills, said today 
500 extras had been put on to in- 
sure prompt delivery of orders, 
and that the extra force would be 
employed at least until July 1. 

Approximately 2,500 men and 
women are employed at the mills, 
he said. .

Scores of industries, large and 
small, from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, sent reports of improved busi- 
ness that brought wage increases to 
rmany-and re-employment to thou- . 
sands. . 

Security and commodity markets re- 
| flected the general improvement with 
wide price advances scored in vigor- 
ous trading. 

Cotton advanced from $1.50 to 
$1.55 a bale at New Orleans and 
from $1.25 to $1.45 a bale in New 
York to reach new highs for the cur- 
rent movement. Spot cotton closed at 
8.65 cents a pound in New York with 
the distant future contracts quoted 
well above 9 cents. 

Prices in the New York Stock Ex- 
change surged up $1 to a share 
for many issues, to the best average 
level for 1933, and within striking 
distance of last year’s peak, reached 
in September. 

The bond market joined in the up- 
ward procession, and price averages 
of representative domestic corporation 
issues reached the best level since 
last January. 

The signs by which analysts dis- 
cerned the nation’s general economic 
‘health likewise were favorable—up- 
ward railroad carloadings, increased 
steel output, larger electric consump- 
tion. and general industrial upturns. 

The Reconstruction Corporation to- 
day took action to reopen two large 
banks, one in Kansas City, Mo., and 
the other in Indianapolis, Ind., and 
through them to ease the situation 
or many smaller banks.

Federal Regulation 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—A)— 
A constitutional amendment granting 
congress power to regulate insurance 
companies was proposed today by 
Senator Robinson, republican, Indi- 
ana. 

He asserted facts had been brought 
to the attention of the senate “‘which 
indicate that the methods of several in- 
surance companies of the country are 
under suspicion.” 

When it was known, Robinson said, 
that large insurance companies had 
increased salaries of executives up to 
$200,000 and at the same time “vio- 
lated contractual obligations” by de- 
nying loans to policyholders and sus- 
pended payments under the cash sur- 
render clause, “it is high time that 
the United States senate take note of 
whit is going on.” 

The text of the proposed amend- 
ment reads: 

“The congress shall have power to 
regulate the business or commerce of 
insurance throughout the United 
States and all territory subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof, 

“Congress shall have power to en- 
force this article by appropriate leg- 
islation.”

| He said Nelson Rockefeller, a grand- 
son of John D. Rockefeller Sr., visit- 
ed the RCA building lobby recently 
and objected to the Lenin portrait. 
Rivera told him he could not con- 
scientiously change his design. 

Tuesday morning Rivera received a 
note from Todd, Robertson & Todd, 
engineering agents in charge of the 
building—one of the gigantic Radio 
City project—informing him of Rocke- 
feller's objection to the communist 
nature of the fresco. 

The letter referred to Rivera’s re- 
fusal to make changes suggésted by 
Rockefeller. The preliminary sketches 
did not indicate the nature of the 
mural as virtually completed now, the 
letter said, and the sponsors felt that 
Rivera has “taken advantage of the 
situation’ in painting a subject of a 
“controversial nature.” 

Rivera replied, saying he would 
make no changes. 

Tuesday afternoon the guards ap- 
peared, and after clearing away a 
large crowd of spectators watching the 
artist at work, handed Rivera the let- 
ter of dismissal. 


15 Per Cent Rise 
In Bread Price Seen 


BOSTON, May 10.—()—An in- 
crease of about 1 cent a loaf in the 
cost of bread to consumers would re- 
| sult under the terms of the farm bill,

PARAGUAY ORDERS 
WAR UPON BOLIVIA 


Continued From First Page. 


tions to blockade Bolivia and force 
the enemy to capitulate by balking 
the importation of munitions and pro- 
visions. 

Intermittent fighting in the area 
has been going on for 50 years and 
both’ Bolivia and Paraguay afte deter- 
mined that the open conflict which 
started last simmer shall result in 
a permament settlement of the strife. 

This was the first declaration of 
war, in South America, except for 
the belated entry of several South 
American nations into the World 
War, since 1879, when Bolivia and 
Peru fought against Chile ovér the 
nitrate fields. 

A nation-wide state of siege was 
established in Paraguay today for the 
duration of the war. TheeLeague of 
Nations was notified of the govern- 
ment’s action. 

Meanwhile, the combatants _ skir- 
mished in minor engagements around 
Fort Gondra, while General Hans 
Kundt, former German officer and 
now the Bolivian military supervisor, 
awaited the dry season to reattack 
Fort Ayala, the keystone of the 
Paraguayan defense which commands 
the main road to the Paraguay river. 

The Bolivian strategy is to work 
toward the river from Fort Ayala, 
meanwhile crippling by air raids the 
Paraguayan supply bases along’ the 
river, including Puerto Casado, Pi- 
nasto, and Conception, all of which 
were bombed recently. 

With casualties aggregating more 
than 35,000 since July, the combat- 
ants now are mostly conserving their 
forces for a decisive action. 

Bolivia awaits the drying of the 
marshy hinterland around Fort 
Ayala, while Paraguay is watching 
4ts neutral neighbors for a Bolivian 


embargo, which seems now to be the 


only Paraguayan hope for an early 
conclusion of the conflict. 


DECLARATION RECEIVED 
CALMLY BY BOLIVIANS 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, May 10.—(>)— 
Chancellor Demetrio Canelas, in an 
interview tonight with the Associated 
Press, said Bolivia received Para- 
Gaay's declaration of war without 
surprise. 

Bolivia, he said, will continue de- 
fending its rights as it has done until 
now within the bounds of interna- 
tional law without ceasing to desire 
peace efforts such as those started in 
Washington.

The confiscation was regarded as 
the most important move in the fascist 
revolution’s second phase of nationali- 
zation of all branches of life in the 
reich. It was aimed at definitely 


smashing Marxism and destroying the 


last vestige of opposition to the Hit- 
lerite regime, outside the thousands in 
detention camps. 

Working classes were expected to 
welcome the action. The nazis led up 
to it with a campaign to convince the 
workers the nazis were saving their 
money from being squandered by so- 
cialist leaders and party officials. 

The confiscated funds probably will 
total tens of millions of marks, of- 
ficials estimated. The value of prop- 
erty, involved would send this figure 
far higher. 

Trade union delegates from - all 
parts of Germany convened in the 
first united labor congress here today 
and formally entered Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s “third reich.” 

The nazi chieftain, whom the 600 
representatives named their “schirm- 
herr,” of patrons, promised them that 
the new Germany would be one in 
which employers’ and employes’ de- 
mands would be subordinated to the 
country’s welfare.

ATHENS, Ga.,-May 10.—(4)—De- 
nouncing the state’s ad valorem tax 
system as causing the foreclosure of 
mortgages on farms and homes, 


Speaker Ed Rivers, of the state house 
Pf representatives, continued his cru- 
sade for a retail sales tax in an ad- 
dress before the institute of public 
affairs at the University of Georgia. 

Rivers charged that the present day 
leadership in Georgia was “without 
courage and intelligence” to remedy 
the situation. 

In the second round-table discus- 
sion during the institute today, Ernest 
M. Davis, for six years a member of 
the state legislature and a leader in 
assembly affairs, said Georgia had 
reached the place where some units of 
the state government must be dis- 
pensed with or the people would be 
burdened further through some form 
of taxation. 

Davis told the round table, attend- 
ed by a number of students of the 
university, that they should not go 
into politics unless they were willing 
to sacrifice their own businesses. He 
was opposed in this view by Abit 
Nix. of Athens, a 1932 candidate for 
governor, who followed him on the 
program. Nix said the young man’s 
interest in politics was necessary for 
further development of the state, 

Representative J. W. Culpepper, 
scheduled to participate in the discus- 
«ion, was unable to attend because of 
the illness of his wife. Speaker Riv- 
ers also was slated to join the round- 
table discussions but other engage- 
ments prevented. 

“Why should we preserve a system 
of taxation,” Speaker Rivers said in 
criticizing the ad valorem system, 
‘which from a governmental stand- 
point had closed our schools, caged 
our insane in jail like wild animals, 
left our tubercular afflicted as health 
hazards to homes and communities, 
sent out tottering old soldiers to their 
pauper graves without payment of the 
pittance of their pensions, created a 
floating debt of more millions of dol- 
lars against our state treasury and 
bankrupted municipalities and coun- 
ties /”’ 

Rivers said the demagogue yells 
“economy” as the remedy for the sit- 
uation and that because there was a 
need for some economy the demagogue 
seized upon this as an excuse “to 
shirk responsibility of blazing a new 
trail to relief.” 

The speaker, who unsuccessfully ad- 
vocatel a 5 per cent tax on retail 
sales at the last leigslature, said that 
this was the only remedy and one 
that would give the taxpayer direct- 
ly a lower ad valorem levy of 20 to 
25 mills. 

Dr. A. R. Hatton, of Northwestern

More than 62,000 bills have been 
; 
-introduced in the first four, months 
-of the year in the 45 state legis- 
,latures which have convened—a 
‘new high record for new bills—but 
*the number of new laws enacted by 
*the 26 legislatures which have com- 


tributed to the awakened interest 
of the people in governmental mat- 
ters. It is not as easy now, and 
not so politically safe, for a -legis- 
lator to introduce and slip through 
with but little public attention, bills 
affecting but limited portions of our 
population, most of them merely 
adding to the burden of government 
and doing but little or no good. 

What the nation needs is not 
more laws, but less of them, and 
this year’s decrease in those en- 
acted is an encouraging evidence 
that our legislators as a whole are 
realizing that quality is much more 
to be desired than quantity. 


A NEEDED LAW. 

The suggested enactment by 
council of a driver’s license law for 
Atlanta would go far towards bring- 
ing about the return of conditions 
of safety to the streets of the city. 

Such a law would not only tend 
to keep from behind the steering 
wheels of automobiles those not 
mentally or physically fit for driv- 
ing but would add teeth to the en- 
forcement of the traffic regulations. 

Under present conditions, willful 
violators of the traffic laws can be 
arrested and hauled into court, but 
there is no way in which they can 
be prevented from stepping out of 
court and again resuming the 
driver’s place in their automobiles. 
A driver’s license law, with provi- 
sions for suspension or revocation, 
would, through its threat of the 
loss of the right to operate a car, 
be a club over the head of drivers 
willfully disregardful of the safety 
| of the public. '

week plan, designed to carry out some 
of President Roosevelt's ideas for sta- 
bilization of industry, was made to- 
day in a telegram to the president 
from the Cotton Textile Institute. 

George A. Sloan, head of the in- 
stitute and signer of the message, 
pointed out his organization represents 
“the largest manufacturing industry 
in the United States frdm the stand- 
point of the number of people em- 
ployed.” 

He told the nation’s chief executive 
an “overwhelming majority” gf his di- 
rectors have “heartily indorsed” a 
resolution passed Monday by the in- 
stitute’s executive committee, which 
outlined the plan. 

The resolution had not been made 
public, pending the response of the 
directors. As outlined to President 
Roosevelt in the telegram, it read: 

“Resolved, first, that the executive 
committee of the Cotton Textile In- 
stitute heartily indorses President 
Roosevelt’s plans looking to stabiliza- 
tion of employment, prevention of 
over-production and self-regulation of 
industry. 

“Second, that the executive commit- 
tee recommends to the  institute’s 
board of directors that a recommenda- 
tion be made to all cotton mills in 
the United States that during the 
emergency period the limit of hours 
of labor shall be not in excess 
of 40 hours per week and pro- 
ductive machinery as hereinafter de- 


fined shall not be operated more than. 


two shifts of 40 hours each per week 
(productive machinery is defined as 
looms in cotton cloth mills and spin- 
ning spindles in cotton sales yarn 
mills.)

Peace tween Governor Eugene 
Talmadge mie the state highway cant 
mission was being worked out Wed- 
nesday and complete settlement of dif- 
ferences is expected before the ead 
of this week. 

Close friends of the governor and 
Commissioner William C. Vereen, of 
Moultrie, the “balance of power” on 
the highway board, were working out 
a compromise which, it is hoped, will 
be aceeptable to the governor and the 
commissioner. The differences grew 
out of the board refusal to follow 
the request of Governor Talmadge that 
the names of Chief Engineer B. P. 
McWhorter and four ether engineers 
be dropped from the payroll, Colonel 
Vereen voting with Chairman J. W. 
Barnett to ignore the governor's de- 
sires and to halt attempted withdraw- 
als of highway funds from the treas- 
ury during the controversy, which has 
practically tied up all of the depart- 
ments operations. 

_ Governor Talmadge was out of the 
city Wednesday and will leave today 
for Athens and Augusta. He will re- 
turn Friday afternoon when. the 

peace pact” is expected to be pre- 
sented to him for approval. 

Commissioner J. P, Wilhoit, of War- 
renton, who voted against his two col- 
leagues in supporting the governor's 
views, Wednesday issued the follow- 
ing statement’ urging immediate set- 
tlement of the difficulties: 

“I am convinced that the present 
status of gates in the highway de- 
partment is resulting in a waste of 
tax money, as the minds of the em- 

loyes are detracted from their work 

y the unsettled conditions of the fi- 
nances and personnel of the depart- 
ment.

“I take this position in justice to 
the tax payers who have an invest- 
ment of approximately $125,000,000 in 
the highway system of this state, and 
I believe the protection of this enor- 
mous investment is of more impor- 
tance than the question of saving any 
one or more men their jobs. 

“It has been said ‘the department 
will continue to operate without 
funds’ but every thinking person will 
readily see that this cannot go on ih- 
definitely. Many employes of this de- 
partment are dependent on _ their 
wages for food, clothing and shelter, 
and are without credit facilities to 
continue their work unless they are 
paid promptly. Road maintenance 
can only be continued with the pur- 
chase of materials and supplies that 
are on the present budget, and to stop 
maintenance will result in a rapid de- 
preciation of the roads already con- 
structed. 

“T have given the other members of 
the board ample time to adjust this 
controversy if possible without inter- 
ference on my part, and I am cor- 
vinced that it is time the board should 
take definite and positive action en 
the governor’s demands. I shall throw 
the weight of my influence to end the 
chaotic condition that faces the de- 
partment at present to the end that

His new statement was 
that after Lichtenstein hit him and 
knocked out two teeth as they were 
standing in the apartment door, a 
“ball of fire’ flashed across his vision,

know who fired the shot.” 

George Cox, a co-defendant who has 
not been placed on trial, testified 
Wednesday for the first time, and 
said that he talked to Lee and Kos- 
nofsky downtown shortly before the 
murder. Cox said that the two men 
told him they were going to see 
Lichtenstein. 

Defense Attorney Arthur W. Pow- 
ell sought to show that the state has 
offered help to Kosnofsky and Cox 
in obtaining lighter sentences, but the 
both denied this.

BY HEAD PLAY 


~ BOOSTS STOCK 


Mason Racer Seen as Fa- 
vorite in Preakness on 
Saturday. 


BALTIMORE, May 10.—(4)—Aft- 
er an almost sensational workout to- 
day, Mrs. Silas B. Mason’s sterling 
colt, Head Faay, was believed by many 
to be the likely favorite when a select 
group of thoroughbreds goes to the 
post in the Preakness Saturday. 

Running for the first time since he 
was barely nosed out by Colonel E. 
R. Bradley’s Broker’s Tip in the Ken- 
tucky Derby last week, Head Play 
breezed around a muddy track at Pim- 
lico in fast time until his speed was 
purposely checked by Jockey Earl 
Steffen. 


CLOCKINGS. 

The Mason -entry was clocked at 
24 seconds for the first quarter mile; 
48 3-5 for the half; 1:01 2-5 for five- 
eighths and 1:15 for six furlongs. 
After his jocked had received the sig- 
nal to hold the colt back, the mile was 
finished in 1:41 3-5 and the mile and 
an eighth in 1:56 2-5. . 

Steffen said Head Play was “cry- 
ing’ to run and apparently exerted 
himself but little. 
after the workout “he is fit. There 
should be no excuses Saturday.” 

In the meantime, other candidates 
for the $25,000 added Preakness, run 
over a mile and three-sixteenths at 
the Pimlico track, took workouts, the 
group including the highly regarded 
Broker's Tip. % 

Broker’s Tip was not so impressive 
‘as was Head Play but trackmen point- 
ed out that he was not a good work 
horse when alone and that: he was 
not extended. The time for the Brad- 
Jey colt was 26 seconds for the first 
‘quarter, 52 for the half mile; 1:17 3-5 
‘for the three-quarters and 1:46 3-5 
for the mile. 

) EASY GOING. 

Trainer Jimmy Smith had given in- 
‘ktructions that the colt take things 
#asy. 

Among other horses given workouts 
was John E. Hughes’ Silent Shot, a 
good mudder and likely to start in the 
Preakness only if the track is wet. 
The time was 1:45 2-5. The Llangol- 
len stable’s Poppyman did the same 
distance in 1:44, while Lee Rosen- 
berg’s Kerry Patch and the Catawba 
stable’s Good Advice, and Mr. Khay- 
yam, had very light jobs around the 
track, 

Trainer Matt Brady said he would 
not start Good Advice Saturday and 
would start Mr. Khayyam only in the 
event of a fast track.

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Your Uncle Wilbert's Legs Engraved 
With Baseball History 


Your Uncle Wilbert Robinson has a most interesting pair of 
legs. and knees. I do not mean that Your Uncle Wilbert has 
dimpled knees such as made Ann Pennington famous. Nor 
are his legs as shapely as the uprights which. won Marlene 
Dietrich more than a modicum of fame. , : 

But Your Uncle Wilbert’s big legs are interesting, just the 
same. It was just yesterday, over some Swiss on rye and some 
one-half of one per cent, that the talk fell to catchers and those 
who did not mind staying in there and blocking the plate—with 
spikes waving in front of them. 

Your Uncle Wilbert histed up his pants legs and re- 
vealed his legs. And you have no idea what a lovely 
filigree engraving job the spikes of base runners have 
made of his pins. And here and there were long scars, 
where the spikes ripped their way for quite a distance 
and for the depth of the Culebra cut. 

The old-time ball players, as | gathered from Your Uncle 
Wilbert, were sort of like the old mule which went around bang- 
ing into trees. He wasn’t blind, he simply did not give a hoot. 
The old-time ball players just hauled off and slid, straight in 
and spikes searching for the meaty part of the catcher’s legs. 


It was King Kelly, the one who inspired the song, 

‘Slide, Kelly, Slide,’’ who did a neat bit of butcher work 

on Your Uncle Robby’s knee. When he saw the big 

hack squatting on the plate he simply left feet and dived 4 

for the legs. And he cut up those legs quite a bit. 

It was this same King Kelly who invented the hook slide. 
There are various claimants for the honor, but Wilbert Robin- 
son says it was Kelly. ‘I missed him a yard when he flung that 
foot in and his body away,” said Wilbert Robinson. 

One gathered that it was a pretty stormy trip around 

the base paths when the Old Orioles were playing. 

There was Doyle, who always blocked and bumped at 

first base. Reitz always bumped them at second. When 

they went by Jennings at short he always tripped 
them. At third there was McGraw, tripping them or 
forcing them to make a wide turn. And at home plate 
there was a large hansom cab, in human form, Your 

Uncle Wilbert Robinson. The catchers wore no shin 

guards in those days. And the catchers who blocked 

the plate took a carving. 

The legs of Wilbert Robinson are quite interesting,. con- 
taining the hieroglyphics of the early baseball days. 


CRACKERS STILL BATTLING. 

The Atlanta Crackers are one of the teams to be reckoned 
with in the pennant race. There seems to be no doubt but that 
the Crackers, Barons and Pelicans are teams which will not toss 
in:the sponge despite the apparent superiority of the Memphis 
team.

The worst climax to a baseball season which an owner can 
have is a pennant. Memphis is so used to good ball clubs and 
pennants that they yawn at baseball. Joe Engel is learning at 
Chattanooga that baseball fans are ungrateful and easily 
spoiled. 

The Chattanooga club won last season. This year’s 
club is full of holes in the infield and its outfield hasn’t 
played baseball. The pitching has been spotty. And 
the fans are howling. 


A second or third-place club, which keeps hope springing 
eternal in the heartless breast of Albert Fan, is the paying club. 
The baseball fan lives on anticipation. The pennant cup, for 
his own good, should be constantly presented to his lips and 
then dashed away. Once the blighter has a swig of it he wants 
nothing else. 


_* SIR BARTON’S INFLUENCE. 

William McGregor Keefe, the south’s one real turf expert, 
comments interestingly on what might have happened in the 
Kentucky Derby had not Sir Barton, a maiden, won the Derby 
and the Preakness some years ago. In his column in the Times 
Pic, New Orleans, he writes: i 

When Sir Barton showed his heels to his field in the Kentucky Derby 
with 112 pounds up and then came back in the Preakness and won that 
race by nearly half a dozen lengths with 126 pounds up, the Kentucky 
Jockey Club took its pencil and struck from the Kentucky Derby con- 
ditions the 12-pound allowance for maidens. Members of the K. J. C. 
figured that the Derby was staged too early in the year and that a 12- 
pound allowance was too great a temptation for an owner to keep a good | 
horse under cover. 

And so that’s why oe Tip carried 126 pounds in the Derby 
Saturday, it having been decided that the sex allowance would be the 
only one made in Kentucky Derby weights. 

Broker’s Tip, running as he did, would have won by half a dozen 
lengths had he carried 114 pounds, handicap figures say. At a mile and 
a quarter, two pounds is equal to a length. 

Think, then, what a rare spectacle the big crowd would have been 
deprived of! 

And think what an upset might be ahead at the Preakness!

(P)}—Appropriations totaling $1,525,- 
073.19 were voted by the board of 
missions: of: the Methodist Episcozal 
Church, South, here today for all 
phases of the church mission enter- 
prises. | 

The appropriations were based on 
1932 receipts, which totaled $869,000 
for general work on the board, in- 
cluding foreign and home mission de- 
partments, negro work, educational 
and promotional activities, adminis- 
tration costs and miscellaneous ex- 
penses. The appropriation for gen- 
eral work voted today was $725.- 
778.85, representing a reduction of 
$200,000 from last year’s appropria- 
tion. 

In addition to this, the woman’s 
department, which .has its own in- 
come from women’s missionary coup- 
cils and other sources, was granted 
an appropriation of $799,294.34 to 
be expended in work similar to that 
carried on by the general program of 
the board.

the organization. 

Rising to oppose the latter proviso, 
Albert Littleton, mayor of Harriman, 
Tenn., said he felt it his duty to pro- 
test even though “I know I'm tak- 
ing the floor on a chance of being 
howled down.” 

“My town,” Littleton declared, “lies 
under the shadow of the Cove Creek 
dam site. My people have invested 
thousands of dollars in the stock of 
the Tennessee Electric Power Com- 
pany. ‘They are honest people, hard 
working people, and as good citizens 
as you ll find anywhere.” 

To deprive them of representation 
on the board of directors, Littleton 
asserted, would be unfair to them. “I 
haven’t a dime invested in the stock 
of a power company or any of the 
other utilities,’ he continued, “but 
my people have, and it’s honest money 
they’ve invested. 

“Now are you going to say that 
because we've invested our dollars in 
the development of our territory, that 
we have surrendered our rights as 
American citizens?” 

Littleton was interrupted by a de- 
mand that a previously adopted two- 
minute limit on speech-making be en- 
forced. When he attempted to re- 
sume, his remarks were greeted with 
a ery of “Put him out, put him out,” 
and he abandoned the effort. 

While only one or two individuals 
shouted “Put him out,” the demand 
for enforcement of the two-minute 
limit was joined in by many.

—that is, a simple {non-Jump) Take- 
out of the adverse bid. This response 
must be made even with a blank hand 
and in an entirely worthless suit. 
en, however, the partner of the 
Declarer is in the happy position of 
holding 2 or more honor-trucks, he 
should immediately disclose his 
strength by making a Jump Take- 
out of the Double. The strength re- 
sponse does not guarantee a strong 
suit, but is justified with a rather 
weak major, such as Queen-Knave- 
5-3, with at least 1 1-2 honor-tricks 
outside, or any stronger trump suit 
with proportionately less strength in 
other suits, This is one case in 
Contract bidding where a Jump re- 
sponse to partner’s call is justified 
with a non-biddable suit. 
_ When a major suit response is not 
justified by the bidding, in cases 
where strength should be shown, two 
notrump should be bid; if holding 
a stopper in the adverse suit or if 
the doubled bid is a bid of one no- 
trump, a Penalty Pass should be the 
chosen alternative.

In responding to a Takeout Double, 
a four-card major should always be 
preferred to a four-card minor, gen- 
erally entirely disregarding the_ rela- 
tive honor strength in the two suits. 
Assuming that Opening Hand has bid 
one club and your partner has made 
a Takeout Double, which is passed 
by Third Hand, you should bid one 
spade holding.

rather than one diamond. 

When holding a four-card major 
suit and a long minor suit, the four- 
card major, if headed by the Knave 
or higher, should be preferred, gen- 
erally, to a five-card minor, However, 
a six-card minor suit should bid 
in preference to a four-card major 
suit of average strength. Take as an 
example the. hand above and replace 
one of the small hearts with another 
diamond. The response to the Take- 
out Double of one club should still be 
one spade. If there are six diamonds 
in the hand and only four spades, 
then a diamond response should be 
preferred, 

Holding two four-card major suits, 
the spade suit should almost invari- 
ably be called, even with a stronger 
heart suit. An exception to this rule, 
of course, would be when holding 
10-9-5-4 of spades and Ace-King- 
Queen-5 of hearts. While partner 
might infer from this response that 
four spades were not held, the much 
greater strength in the heart suit jus- 
tifies this departure from rule. Inas- 
much as in either case a Jump re-

As all responses to Takeout Doubles

When holding a four-card major 
suit, as well as a stopper in oppo- 
nents’ bid suit, a major-suit response 
is generally to be; preferred to no- 
trump. With a four-card minor and 
also a stopper in the opponents’ bid 
suit, a notrump response is justified 
when the hand holds 1 plus honor- 
trick, but in other cases the minor 
four-card suit should. be bid. 

The broad distinctions between 
weakness and strength responses to 
Takeout Doubles+ have already been 
drawn. The student will do well to 
kéep these clearly in mind. For ex- 
ample, if partner doubles an adverse 
Opening bid of one club and you hold

the correct response is two spades. 
This bid; of course, does not force 
your partner to continue the bidding 
further. If his Double was made on 
minimum strength, he may pass, but 
if his hand is of about that strength 
and also has support for the spade 
Takeont, he will bid again, and a 
game contract, even in the face of the 
adverse Opening bid, should be 
reached. , 

A Jump response to a Takeout 
Double made in a minor suit or a 
Jump Response in any suit after an 
opponent’s bid of one notrump has 
been doubled shows, in general, great- 
er strength and greater length than a 
single Jump response in a major suit. 
The logic behind this is that the Jump 
response in such a situation imme- 
diately undertakes a contract of three- 
odd. Thus, after partner doubles an 
adverse Opening bid, a player hold- 
ing a hand containing 2 honor-tricks 
but without a major suit should bid 
either two notrump with a stopper in 
the adverse suit, three of a minor 
suit, or make a Penalty Pass of an 
adverse Opening one-notrump bid.

NEW YORK, May 10.—(4)—An 
accumulation of unusually cheerful 
business news generated fresh en- 
thusiasm for financial markets today 
and prices on most exchanges ad- 
vanced, in some cases buoyantly. 

Stocks jumped 1 to 8 points on a 
wave of buying that reached its peak 
in the final dealings. Their rise was 
strongly supported by the bond list, 
which had an especially good day, 
while wheat, corn and cotton felt the 


stimulation to a considerable degree. 
Sugar reacted, but Cocoa, silver, silk 
and hide futures strengthened. 

Shares, having taken a large amount 
of profit-taking in the last few mar- 
kets, seemed ready for the encouraging 
trade statistics that had appeared be- 
fore the opening. Initial quotations re- 
flected a well-distributed spirit of 
optimism and ‘although there were 
some minor setbacks, stocks found 
ready buyers, particularly in the last 
half hour. Low-priced specialties met 
a brisk demand.

DECLINE FORECAST 
N WINTER WHEAT 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—(?)— 
Government statistics indicated today 
that for the first time in the 20th 
century production of all wheat in 
the United States will be less than 
estimated domestic needs. 

The crop reporting board estimated 
winter wheat production as of May 1 
at 837,485,000 bushels, or 66.7 per 
cent of normal. If this estimate ma- 
terializes, it will be the smallest har- 
vest of winter wheat since 1904—the 
result of the most extensive acreage 
abandonment in the history of Amer- 
jean agricultural record-keeping, 33.2 
per cent. 

For years past, big surpluses have 
aggravated a pressing’ farm problem. 
The smaller crop may necessitate 
drawing on the huge existing surplus 
of wheat, expected to be about 330,- 
000.000 bushels July 1. . 

The latest government report on 
spring’ wheat, which ordinarily ac- 
counts for 35 per cent of United 
States wheat production, was made 
March 15, when the crop ie 

ard estimated that farmers intend 

plant 20,986,000 acres of all spring 
wheat, a drop of 2.5 per cent from 
last year. 


12.75 Bushel Average. 

The average yield for spring wheat 
over a 10-year period is 12.75 bushels 
per acre—which, if realized this year, 
would result in wheat production of 
267,571,500 bushels. This figure, add- 
ed to the winter wheat production es- 
timate, points 40 a probable wheat 
harvest of 605,056, bushels. 

This would be the smallest wheat 
production since 1904 when the out- 
put was 596,511,000 bushels. At that 
time, however, consumption was at 
a much smaller point than in recent 
years when it has been estimated at 
_ to 650,000,000 bushels an- 
nually. 

This would be the smallest wheat 
production since 1896, when the out- 
put was 569,456,000 bushels. 

In 1932, production totaled 726,- 
831.000 bushels of all wheat, while 
in 1981 is exceeded 900,000,000 bush- 
els. The three smallest crops for sev- 
eral decades were recorded in 1911, 
when production was 1,000, 
bushels: in 1916, 636,000,000 bushels, 
and 1917, when the output was 637,- 
000,000 bushels. In 1915 the biggest 
crop in the nation’s history was har- 
vested, more than one billion bushels. 

Consumption Gains. 

Department of agriculture statis- 
tics indicate that consumption of 
wheat has increased sharply in this 
country in recent years, part of the 
increase resulting from larger use of 
the crop as cattle feed due to low 
prices. For the last year, the statis- 
ticians estimate that more than 500,- 

bushels were ground into 
flour, more than 75,000,000 bushels 
set aside for seed and from 40,000,000 
to 80,000,000 bushels used as feed. 

The board’s estimate for the. pro- 
duction of winter wheat represented 
an increase of only 3,000,000 bushels 
from its estimate for April 1, when 
it forecast production of 334,087, 
bushels. Reports from grain exchange 
centers in this country indicated that 
operators had looked for a much 
larger increase. 

The winter wheat production fore- 
cast represents a reduction of more 
than 100,000,000 bushels from last 
year, when 462,000,000 bushels were 
harvested, and even a sharper reduc- 
tion from the average output from 
1921 to 1930, which was 589,436,000,

_A much revised, but far-reaching 
bill was introduced late today by 
Senator Glass, democrat, Virginia, and 
a little later another measure was 
introduced in the house by Chairman 
Steagall, of the banking committee. 

Chairman Fletcher, of the senate 
banking committee, said he would call 
a meeting ee | Friday to consider 
a subcommittee’s favorable report and 
indicated that speedy consideration 
would be given. 

Designed primarily to strengthen 
the national banking laws and curb 
the use of federal reserve credit for 
speculation, the bill also carried a 
revolutionary provision for insurance 
of all deposits in federal reserve mem- 
ber banks, 

In addition the senate bill provides 
that state banks which have applied 
for membership in the federal reserve 
system may obtain the benefits of the 
insurance plan.

‘Armistice in Trade’ War 
Expected To Be Inaugu 
rated Soon. j 


By the Associated Press. 

In London, the British government 
accepted the American tariff armi- 
stice plan for the eight principal na- 
tions involved in the world economic 
conference. Early acceptances were 
expected from France, Germany, Bel- 
gium, Italy, Narway and Japan as 
well and the truce may be inaugurated 
soon, ; 

In Washington, President Roosevelt 
indicated he was opposed to imposi- 
tion of import taxes on agricultural 
products, as provided under the new 
farm bill, during the truce, which was 
to extend through the economic con- 
ference beginning in London June 12. 

Prime Minister MacDonald said in 
London that England would endeavor 
to negotiate a general tariff reduc- 
tion. 7 
France, which has made war debt 
reduction discussions a condition to 
participation in the conference, de- 
bated paying the $19,000,000 debt in- 
terest due last December to strength- 
en its position in debt negotiations, 
but insisting on a moratorium on the 
payment which will come due in June. 

The dollar swayed erratically in 
foreign exchange marts, reflecting the 
doubt in the minds of traders as to 
the eventual action of the various gov- 
ernments; it closed at $3.95 to the 
pound, one cent lower. 

German insistence on re-armament 
forced suspension of discussions at the 
world disarmament conference in Ge- 
neva and in London and Washington. 
American diplomats sought to take a 
hand in persuading Germany to re- 
cede from its position. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND JU. 8. 
REACH AGREEMENT 

LONDON, May 10.—(#)—Great 
Britain and the United States were 
brought into agreement today on the 
terms of an immediate tariff truce 
and awaited similar acceptances by 
six other nations represented on the 
world economic conference organizing 
committee, 

In American circles here it was 
felt, however, that the absence of re- 
plies from France, Germany, Italy, 
Japan, Belgium and Norway was 
nothing to worry about because all 
of them originally had agreed to a 
much stronger truce accord than the 
revised version Whitehall finally 
found acceptable.. 

There was, furthermore, no reason 
to believe the six governments will ob- 
ject to the changed plan, which Amer- 
ica initialed at noon and which would 
provide generally for an armistice on 
tariff changes during the world eco- 
nomie conference. 

Provisional arrangements tonight 
called for a meeting at 3 p. m. Thurs- 
day of the organizing group at which 
approval of the truce can be form- 
alized and it can be sent with the 
conferees’ blessings to the. govern- 
ments of other nations of the world 
with a recommendation for their 
prompt acceptance. 

These plans, of course, were con- 
tingent upon the favorable word from 
the six countries. The meeting tomor- 
row might be delayed even further 
should one or more of the other goy- 
ernments suggest further alterations 
in the text of the agreement originally 
suggested more than a week ago by 
America, 

Under the plan, all nations would 
refrain from raising new trade bar- 
riers before the end of the world con- 
ference, during which new understand- 
ings about commerce are expected. 


ROOSEVELT WOULD DELAY 

; LEVYING IMPORT DUTIES 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—())— 
Keeping to the spirit of his proposed 
world tariff truce, President Roose- 
velt believes the United States should 
forego for the present the levying of 
an import tax on major agricultural 
products as provided in the new farm 
relief bill. 

This was madc plain today at the 
White House, where it was also said 
the president did not believe it would 
be necessary to apply the import taxes 
before June 12, when the truce would 
expire. 

America’s first move at the world 
economic conference meeting on that 
date, it was made clear, will to 
propose a new tariff truce to last as 
long as the conference itself,

New Conflict Possible To- 
day, May Become, Ines- 
capable Tomorrow, Noted 
Editor Says. 


“While American thought still con- 
tinues to be concentrated upon proj- 
ects to abolish or restrict the means 
of making war, Europe is moving 
steadily toward a new conflict be- 
cause it seems impossible to discover 
any means of modifying the purposes 
of people which make such a war 
possible,” Frank H. Simonds, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., noted editor, corre- 
spondent and lecturer, Wednesday 
night said in a talk at the Atlanta 
Woman’s Club in the Fortnightly 
Series. 

“Events alike in Europe, South 
America and Asia have made it dev- 
astatingly clear that a next war in 
Europe is today possible and may to- 
morrow become inescapable, if peo- 
ples continue in their present temper 
and statesmen remain the captives of 
their respective nationalisms,” Mr. 
Simonds said. 

“The forthcoming London confer- 
ence seems the best and perhaps the 
final opportunity to bring about a 
change in political conditions and an 
end to economic depression, But the 
first must precede the second, and 
neither can come without American 
participation. If the United States is 
not prepared to share alike in the 
responsibilities of maintaining world 
order and in the modifications of na- 
tionalistie purposes, as unmistakable 
here as abroad, the result must be 
another unsuccessful conference. 

“It was the pereeption of that fact 
which explained the recent invitation 
of President Roosevelt to the foréign 
statesmen to come to Washington. It 
is the realization of this truth which 
underlies his obvious purpose to ask 
from congress authority to negotiate 
In the matter of debts and tariff as 
he is already assured of such power 
in the matter of currency stabiliza- 
tion. Without such power the presi- 
dent can do nothing.” 

Mr. Simonds said that happily for 
the world the moment of immediate 
alarm in March passed without in- 
atantly disastrous consequences. At 
first, triumph of the national-socialists 
in Germany awakened alarm along all 
the frontiers of the Reich, he said. 
Then comments of Mussolini from 
Rome set in motion a fresh panic 
based upon the possibility that the 
fascisms of the north and the south 
might strike hands in a coalition de- 
signed to upset the existing balance 
of forces in Europe. 

“Tf peace in the world is to be as- 
sured, if economic recovery is to be 
attained, it is my judgment that the 
best hope and perhaps the sole hope 
lies in the chance that the president 
may obtain for a realistic foreign ae 
icy the support of a public at last 
awake to the disastrous consequences 
of the exclusive nationalism of recent 
years,” Mr. Simonds said. 

After his lecture, Mr. Simonds an- 
swered a number of questions from 
members of the audience. He was in- 
troduced by Clark Howell, editor of 
The Constitution. 

In his answers to questions, Mr. 
Simonds said that the Jewish perse- 
cution in Germany is based on preju- 
dices dating back to the middle ages, 
economic prejudices and resentment 
of superiority. ‘The war debts, he 
said, “can’t and won't be paid,. and 
the question is only how long the 
discussion will delay us from getting 
down to other things.” Russia just 
wants to be alone, and se dees 
Turkey, he said. Germany is not 
armed for war, he said. sked “if 
the United States — the League, 
to what extent will the League be 
strengthened?” he replied, “It would 
not make much difference now.”

of White House Parley 


Ag rees on $3,300,000,000 
for Public Works. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—>)— 
The administration’s encompassing 
program for bringing industry and a 
huge public works program together 
in a concerted movement against un- 
employment sped onward today under 
the personal direction of President 
Roosevelt. 

At a significant White House con- 
ference attended by-high government 
officia!s and representatives of in- 
dustry and labor, $3.300,000,000 was 
fixed tentatively as the government's 
contribution to renewed purchasing 
power through public works, and a 
committee was named to work out 
quickly a plan for relaxing the anti- 
trust laws to permit co-operation by 
private enterprise. 

Under this proposal, which, it was 
indicated, would swallow up the pend- 
ing legislation in congress for a min- 
imum wage and 30-hour week, in- 
dustry would be permitted to come 
together through trade associations to 
stabilize production, fix a minimum 
wage and regulate hours of work. 

The bill being prepared by the ad- 
ministration was described tonight in 
an informed quarter as providing un- 
relaxed enforcement of the anti-trust 
laws except in cases in which : 


workers would be employed or totter- 
ing industries aided. 

Under the legislation as now being 
considered, a board would be set up 
to receive proposals of various indus- 
tries that they be permitted to work 
out trade agreements outside the anti- 
trust laws. Before receiving permis- 
sion they would be compelled to show 
definitely that substantially more 
workers would be employed. 

The only exception, it was said, 
would be that when industries are 
bankrupt or nearing that stage relief 
would be granted in the discretion of 
the new agency which would be cre- 
ated to pass upon the subject. 

Another provision of the tentative 
drafts over which a committee named 
today by President Roosevelt is por- 
ing was described as banning any 
merger of two competing enterprises 
if monopoly would be created. 

One method of working out the 
plan for absorbing ynemployed per- 
sons back into indusfy, it was said, 
would be for unemployment funds to 
be set up to be used in hiring addi- 
tional workers. 

An unsuccessful attempt was made 
by democratic insurgents at a secret 
caucus tonight to put the huge house 
democratic majority on record against 
any legislation at this session design- 
ed to relax the anti-trust laws. 
The eaucus, forced by 29 democrats 
led by Representative Shannon, of 
Missouri, broke up after two hours 
of bitter attacks by the insurgents on 
the pro suspension of the anti- 
trust laws, but not before a resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted “ex- 
pressing confidence in the leadership 
— patriotism of President Roose- 
velt.’ 

Representative Byrns, of Tennessee, 
the democratic leader, presented the 
resolution supporting President Roose- 
velt after the insurgents withdrew 
resolutions by Representative Mce- 
Farlane, democrat, Texas, declaring 
against any relaxation of the .anti- 
trust laws. 

The draft upon which the commit- 
tee was set to work is expected to 
embody the best features of a plan 
weekol upon for weeks by a group 
conferring with Senator Wagner, of 
New York, and a bill already intro- 
duced by Senator Walsh, of Massa- 
chusetts. 

While designed to protect labor 
and preserve the parts of the anti- 
trust laws preventing monopoly, the 
measure would make the Sherman and 
Clayton acts sufficiently flexible to 
permit the trade agreements under 
which recalcitrant minorities would 
be compelled to move with the ma- 
jority of any industry. 

The committee named by the chief 
executive to draw up the momentous 
bill whieh has been described by its 
supporters as “the most significant for 
industry in half a century” is com- 
posed of Senator Wagner, Assistant 
Secretary Dickinson, of the commerce | 
department; Secretary Perkins, Sena- | 
tor Walsh, Assistant Secretary Tug- 
well, of the agriculture department: | 
Hugh Johnston, chairman of the old | 
war industries board, and Donald | 
Richberg, spokesman for labor. 

The house labor committee mean- 
while moved ahead of the chief execu- 
tive by reporting over the opposition 
of Secretary Perkins an _ elaborate 
substitute for the Black 30-hour week 
bill, but barriers were raised in its 
path immediately. 

It was condemned by Representa- 
tive Byrns, of Tennessee, the demo- 
cratic floor leader who attended the 
White House conference. He object- 
ed particularly to the ban on imports 
of products not manufactured under 
the hours of labor fixed in the bill.
